To ovorybody's aurprUo the child 
lived, llo uallod bar Kate anil ax ahu 
prow older tho adjootive "•little" was 
added to lior iinmo baonn.su of her fairy- 
liko grneo und dullonoy of limb and fea- 
lui'e, nnd when .hIu! wns st^vc-n years old 
cveryliody un Vooiira know Crippled 
Hill's Little Kato. 

.Sli(> loved bur rough oldf|tthor and he 
lived only for her. About tbiti time, or, 
to be moi'o prooiao, in 1874, Cripploil 
Bill fell In with the AUrer hovi and 
tlioy induced htm to ioin them In mn- 
niii^ n moonahino still. The prolils of 
tlie^bii^ino.sH wore somutbiiigenoriiioiis- 
if you didn't get caught— and ( 'ripplml 
Kill became tiiolr partner. For up 



warda of ton yean they conduuted 
thoir illicit buainoaa and dolled capture. 

Yocum crook ia onn of tho moat pccu- 
linr htreaina in Mountain Kentucky. It 
beads in Morgan County and empties 
into Ibu Licking, nearly oppoaito More- 
head. For a (flatanoo ot five miloa it 
runs tliroiigh tho Narrows of Yocnm, a 
deep and gloomy canyon, through 
which trends n rough wagon road. I'his 
road oruaaus the little stream a liuudrud 
and fltty-soven times and the gorge is 
one ot tho moat weirdly plotnroaqae 
■pots In America. CllflS, whose tops 
tower- hundreds of foot above the bed of 
tlio Htruani. wall it on either side. Tiioir 
faces are covered witli a thick growth of 
latiret biisboa and tall firs and pines 
ovorlihttg their summits. Professor 
Ilunry of the Smithsonian Institution, 
vinitod tho narrowH once and made a 
careful exaniinatiim of the cliffs on both 
sides. He found behind tbo scrcun of 
laurel bushes roomy earai, aad lu the 
depths of these caverns the bones ot the 
great cave bear tbe traoes ot that ouii- 
oui prehistoric raoa, the oaTf dwellers. 



It won in one of these caverns that Crip- 
pli'd Hill Klliott and the Alfrey boys car- 
ried on the biislnr.ss of illicit di.stillinp;. 
They disposed of tlie product of tlieir 
liu'lo tlie ininbcrmon on tlio river and 
divided among themselves the pro6t 
The gang had numerous enoonnters with 
the revenue ollleers. nnd one after anoth- 
er of the Alfreys were killed until only 
Dick r(!niainod. There were warrants 
out for his arrest oharging him with kll- 
liiii; a revohue officer una with Illicit dis- 
till iii'. Arnii'd witli his loiijj sipiirrol 
rilic lie riiiiini'il lliriiiii^h the inonntains 
and freely viailcil the towns, Ijoastiiig 
that ho would kill the lirst man who 
made a warlike movcinenl toward him. 
He spent his money freely and hud iiun- 
drcds of friuixLs scattered aliont the 
couMlry, who warned him wliciu^ver a 
niiii'slml's i)os,sc ajiprouehi'd. 

Diieu in ImW, wulle visiting bis father's 
house on tbo Licking river road, a party 
of revenue officers rode up and sur- 
rounded th(( house, k(!eping, however, 
at a i'es|H!ctful distance, for they knew 
hut Dick was a dead abot and none of

Kvcry door and window ot tho 
hoii«e was barricaded and when the

Houston boasts of quite a largo num- 
ber of Nimrods who go out almost daily 
to hunt prairie chicken and other ganio. 
Prairie chicken shooting has tiie prefer- 
nce over most hunting sport, for the 
cason tliat i! rc(|uircH carefully trained 
logs and a sufliciciit practice with the 
gun lo .shoot "upon Ihe wing" without 
moment's warning. Thi^ prairie chick- 
en is an accommodating bird, anil may 
be hunted in plcaiiant wcallii'i'; Ibis fact 
mny partly aci'mirit for tin- ardor with 
whieli it is pursued. Chicken sliootinv, 
however, is a flisoinating sport in Itself, 
the game boing very strong of wing and 
xcoodingly palataldc. Daylight liiids 
tlie hunters— for tlicy generally, like 
their dogs, hunt in ])iiira— leaving the 
farm house where they liave poasou tho 
night. At tho word of command tbo 
dogs leap into tlie wa}.'oii. iiinl a few 
moments drive brinj's tlic Inuitu s to a 
likely field." 'I'hc hunters aligHit, slip 
a cartridge Into oaoli barrel ot Uioir guns 
and turn into tho field. Tito dogs uro

CITIZENSHIP. 

A Child Bon la the United Statei la 
Cltlien In the Kye of the Law. 

Tho new election law has given ri 
to many discussions in regard to wiiat 
constitutes a citizen under the law. 
Many mon who have been voting for 
years hero discovered that they had 
iised tho franchise illegally on account 
of their not having ooen naturalized. 
Several have applied to the courts for 
their paiiers who were by birth Ameri- 
can oftiaens. A young man applied to 
the circuit court He said his parents 
wore both foreigners and were nftvc 
naturalized. He, however, was born in 
this country a few months after his 
parents arrived. Mr. E. ..i. Sherhurn, 
who has given much study recently to 
these questions, was standing by. II 
said: "The matter is buttled at once 
and so plainly that there is no niisiin 
derstnnding ft The fburteenth amend 
nient says: 'All persons boru or natur- 
alized in the United States, and subject 
to the jurisdiction thereof, arc citizons 
of the llniti^d States, and of the State In 
wliii h tiiey reside.' Birth settles th 
question in the Onited States. A child 
bora in the United States is a citizen 
There la but one exception, and that is 
in the case ot an Ambassador or Minis- 
Ur of some foreign country who is resi 
dsnt in the United States in a diplo- 
matic or representative eharacter. 
This doctrine is fullv enunciated in the 
case of Lynch vs. Clarke. rc)Hirted in 
Sanborn, where the parents of a child 
were English people living iu Ireland. 
They came to America and only re- 
mained some three yoars. During this 
time a daughter was born unto them 
and the courts held that tbe child was 
dtiaen of the United Stetcs."— CAioujPO

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CORN AND COB-MEAU 

A Good Fc«d For Horse* It Given In Cea- 
neotlon With Clover lla^. 

Well-ground C(jrn and colmie.al is bet- 
ter adapted lo feed work liinscs than 
meal without the cob, for the cob gives 
bulk in the stomach, nnd thus iLssists di- 
gestion. Hut, although ground with 
the cob, corn-iiiciil should inn er Iki fed 
alone to horses. The liorse masticates 
its food but once, and many horses tlo 
not masticate it well even once. The 
writer, at one time, fed two working 
teams upon oob-mcal, as thoir gi-ain 
food, for two yc:irs. and tlicy wen; id- 
wa^s well and readv for work. 1 was 
quite aware of the defect in corn as a 
lUuscle-torqUng food, and remedied 
this by giving nicely cured clover 
bay with it. Tliis a.ssisteil in bal- 
ancing tiio ration; but tlm es^'iilial point 
was in feeding tbo corn and cob meal 
(sixt^n pounds) upon twelve pounds of 
short-cut clover hay. The hay wa* 
moistened, and tho iriosi mi.xisl witli it, 
and lay in muss about twelve hours Ui- 
fore feeding. This efrectuallv prevents 
any ill effects from the dust of mover to 
the lungs of horses. Thb mixtote also 
caused the meal to bo well dieoeted and 

ftrevented all tendency to pnSuce fever 
n tho stomach. These teams had con- 
stant work, but were always moved on 
a moderate walk. Corn-mtnl, at that 
time, was tlio most economical food, 
whioli was tlie sale rtiosoii for luilK^ing 
to It The horses were kept till twenty 
vaari old, and veic never in bottur 
BMlth than during then two years.—

The bill for orgauiEtng the territo' 
ry of Oklahima proposes to eonsti 
tu te It out of three se|)arate parcels of 
land: 1, The district known as Ok- 
lahoma, lying in the Indian territory 
between the Creek, Cherokee, Cho< - 
taw, Cbickhsaw and Seminole reser 
rations on the east and the other re • 
ervatlons on the west, aud comprising 
1.880,500 acres ; 2, the Cherokee strip 
lying just south of the Ktnsas border, 
and comprii-iiij; )'],i.22,8 V) acres : and 
the public land sn ip lying south of 
tlie Indian territory, being tlie strip 
C 'dcil to the United Stales by Texas, 
and conipriiing :i,(j72,(XtO acres. Tlle^o 
parcels make about 12,(XX),IXX) acres, 
or 18,750 s<|uare miles, an area half 
B« large as tlie state of Indiana. The 
bill provides for the gradual aciuisi- 
tion from the Indian tribes of adjoin- 
ing dlslricu embracing 8,000,aO 
acres additional, making a total of 
10^000,000 acres, or 31,000 square miles. 
The public land strip lying along the 
Texas border, and ooAprising 3,672,- 
000 acres, is, by the provisions of the 
bill, to be opened to homesteaders on- 
ly. Thero are now about 3,700-Iu- 
dians living within the limits of the 
proposed territory. The entire In- 
dian Nation embraces 41,000,000 acres 
of land, and lias a pupiilalion ol 
79,001) iiiilians, liall'-ljiccils, negroes 
and wliites. 

In the bill shall be panned at the 
present session of congicss, the (ir- 
gauization aud scttleinciit of Oklaho- 
ma wlll.be begun at once. In three 
years it will have a |)upulation ol 
and in three years more ll 
will be ready to come Into the Uulou 
as a state.— St Lonis Republican.

Don't bo too eoneeileU. 

Don't bo afraid lo ask advice of tiiose 
who are flkillfnl Mini s'ic(!css(nl, espo- 
ciallv if yi'ii lia\T hail u<i cxpcrionce. 

Dim'l think yon can learn cTcry thing 
at once. 

Don't begin tlie business of growing 
fruits for market on too large a scale, 
or without sufficient capital. 

Don't buy plantu of irresponsible par- 
ties. 

Don't plant all the fanqy varieties; 
only a few ol the tried and moat reiia* 

ble. 

Don't select varlotiea ot'berriea not 

linn enough to stand transportation 

safely. 

Don't mix dilferent varidii -. 

Don't neglect to set out all fruits (ex- 
ccpt perhaps strawlierTios) in rowa 
that will permit horse onltlvation both 

wavs. 

Don't plant grape vines less llian 
nine fuel apart, at least one way, iu or- 
der to allow u wagon to pass eaaily be- 
tween the rows. 

Don't set ont grnpe-vinea, blaok- 
berrv and riLspl)rrry plants tOO AalloW, 
tispccially if planted in the fall. 

Don't set slrawlH-rry jilants too deep. 

Don't plant corn among small frulLs; 
it will shade thephintji and rob them of 
needed moisture. Bimns, potatoes, or 
most any hoed crop will do no harm tho 
tirsl Tear or two, provided the whole 
ground Is properly fertilized. 

Don't stint the soU of a suffieient 
amount of plant food In the way of stable 
in-uinrc. Imiie ilnst, ashes, phosphates. 

Don't invest in every kind of fertil- 
fawr advertised. Use only standard and 

reliable brands. 

Don't plow or cultivate too deep 
among small fruit». 

Don t let weeds get the start of you. 
Keep them in eheok tgr constant ouiti* 
vation. 

Never allow the soil to beeome hard 
and baked after a rain; keep it well 

tirieil. 

Don't allow berries before shiument 
lo get over-ri)>e. Most varieties of 
strawberries and raspberrlea an bett^^r 
picked every day. 

Don't piek blackberries oftenor than 
every other dav. 

Don't put all the best berries on the 
top of the boxes. 

Don't allow pickers to gather unripe 
berries or leave any ripe ones on tno 
vines. 

Don't be diseouraged if returns ara 
sometimes smaller than you expci^tcd. 

Don't be Idle; don't leave too much 
responsibility to hhed help. 

Finally, don't expect to succeed ex- 
cept br perseverance aud much hard 
Work, and without lint meeting with 
many reverses and dlsappolntbinnts. 
Only "screw your courage up to the 
sticking place," and you wilt not fail. —

RAISING FLAX. 

iNlMtlaiiB for the fnpantloa •( th« 

Uronnd and Howlas. 

Unc can raise a good flax crop on 
almost any land, provided the soil is 
worki'il line. Tlio most imjiortant 
rei|iiisitc for raising a crop of tlax for 
sciil is to h.nvo the ground free frimi 
weeds. Do not sow until all danger of 
frost is over. If the groiinil lias boon 
plowed the previous autumn or early 
spring, it most be thoronghly pnlvor- 
lied. A pulverixer, shovel plow, bar- 
l(iow or roller, whichever is at hand, 
will do the work. If plowed lute, just 
before sowing, follow the plow closely 
by the harrow or roller, day bv day. to 
keep the ground moist and In fine Ulth. 
Then if it lies a few days and a warm 
rain comes, so much tlie better, lint 
do not neglect thorough pulverization 
just before sowing, as In that lies the 
whole secret of keeping the soil clear o( 
weeds. 

Sow from one peck to half a bushel 
of seed per acre; drag hi with not too 
heavy a narrow, and By all means fol- 
low with a roller or plank clod-vrushcr, 
as that insures eoverlngthe seed evenly, 
and In case there Is no immedlato ram 
it will insure more of the seed growing. 
Cut when fully ripe. Those that have 
self-rakers can leave them In the gavels 
just as dropped. Those having iMndent 
or headers let the flax run in a continu- 
ous stream and stack as soon as well 
dried. Just hero many make the mis- 
take of leaving it out Rain on ll 
bleaches the seed, rotn tlie stvaw and 
bothers the machines in threshing. 

To raise tlax on prairie sod is quite a 
different matter. Success in that case 
depends largelv upon having a good 
rain just after it hiui been sown. It is 
best on sod to plow narrow furrow fur- 
rows, even in depth and width, so as to 
leave the surface level and smooth. The 
narrower the furrows tho more seed will 
l«! likely to grow, a.s it will drop in 
along the riages of the furrows. Har- 
rowing does not amount to much on 
raw SM, as it makes little Impression. 
Something that will cut, like a coulter 
cultivator, is the best thing. One or 
two good rains just after seeding are 
worth more than all the work that can 
be done with any implement made —

A rmolutlon hu been tuti'o<Ui<'C(l 
ill Congress lookiiij; to a pmiier ob- 
Hci'valiuii ol Deccratiou liay, tlie ;iutli 
of May. The Graml Army Tosls loo 
are moving, and the nohlc dead are 
not forgotten by tlic lapse of time. 
The hisloric trees of Arlington— the 
fbrmer liome of I^ee, and now the 
great National Cemetery— arc shoot- 
ing IVnth iheii- tender of Biii-in;; to 
clothe lliu silent city of the dead in 
immortal green. Oilier ceuioUrlcn 
in the vicinity of WMlilngton «re vis- 
ited o'u tlie SOtli of May uy patriotic 
and grateful cltixeni, but the Dis- 
trict turns out en inasso to Bliowcr 
emblems of love on the !;rave8 of the 
unlcnown dead at Ailingtoii. No 
diatlnctioD is now made between the 

S raves of the Confederate and the 
niou braves. The same hands 
strew the May tlowcrs upon both,aiMl 
»li animosity is buried in the graves. 
A daily register is kept at this ceme- 
tery of ail visitors, and a comparison 
allows that nearly as many strangers 
visit It as go to Mount Vernon. 

Difflcultics have already risen in ob- 
taiiiinj,' the desired «ile lor llic new 
library building. The coininlssion 
has received oilers from the owners 
of ihe property, and tlieamount atk- 
.od Is $803,000, wliicli Is ♦300,000 more 
than Congress approprialed for the 
purcliase. Justice Tield, of the U. 8. 
Supreme Court, wants ♦',(0,000 for his 
liouse, which is largely in excess of 
itsmarket value. Otiierowiiers have 
likewise put on stiff prices. Tliese 
gentlemen don't care to sell at any 
figure, as llicir residences overlook 
the beautiful Capitol |mrk, and will 
be made the most desirable sites in 
the cily for dwellings if the library is 
put upon the square opposite. By 
putting on such big prices it is hoped 
the commission will feel obliged to 
pnrcluse the opposite square, which 
It appears can be bought fur a lew 
thousand dollars less. 

The Uepartinent of State has Just 
received notice from the Australian 
Government that an international 
exhibition will be opened at Adelaide, 
South Australia, In .June next. The 
managers of the exhibition are an.v- 
ious that the manullMtunri oi (his 
country should be largely represeul- 
ed as a means of increasing the com- 
nierce between the two countries. 
The trade is already large and prolit- 
able. 

The Senate Committee hss report- 
ed favorably Ihe bill providing for a 
constitutional amendment, changini; 
the date of lnan<;ni'atioii Day, and 
the beginning 1)1' Cont;i'C8siunal ses- 
sions li-om the 4lli of March to the 
aoth of April. Congress sees tlie ne- 
cessity of longer sessions' In order to 
get through with the public business, 
and hence proposed changes. 

The Senators are disgusted with 
the increased nuiiiber of bills pre- 
sented for consideration tills session. 
Over 8,000 have been introduced iu 
the Senate alone, and perhaps as 
many more have been retused intro- 
duction. 'J'he Senators are averse to 
have bills introduced in tlie Senate 
lirst, and will never introduce a bill 
of a private nature unless strong In- 
fluence IS brought to bear. If the 
Senator has no personal interest In 
tlie bill he is always careful to say 
that it is introduced "by request," 
which is priuted on the biji. liy that 
mark Itis brotbar,,8<uiatQrakiiof^t()|t 
be ts indifferent, and the claim rc' 
ccives but little couilderatiou. 

In talking with a Senator tlie olh 
er day lie said that tlio time of Coii 
gress was taken up in coiisidcriug 
private claims that could not be es- 
tablubed In any court, and ought 
not to be considered by Congress. If 
a man has a doubtful claim he comes 
to Congress witli it, hoping by per 
soiial inlluence to work it through 
The Senator is in favor of consider- 
ing no claims over which any court 
of the United States has jurisdiction. 
He thinks that no "favors" should be 
shown, and when a bill is referred to 
him he alwayu rer-olvcs any doubt iu 
favor of the '(iavuriiniout. 

The fact that a bill baib«M ooutid 
ered and reported fkyorable In the 
House has venr little weight In the 
Senate. The Senator* think that too 
many bills are Introduced in the 
Ilouse to make it possible for the 
members to consider all of them care 
fully, and that even after a bill has 
passed the House the merits of it 
ought to be closely Investigated by 
the Senate. It is done whenever pos- 
sible, but in the last days ot every 
RCBsiou, tlieu the action of the iloiiKc 
has to be accepted as a sufficient war- 
rant for passing the bill. 

The introduction of 8,000 bills in 
the House and 3,000 Iu the Senate, 
this session, has resulted in causing 
lioth branches ot Congress to consid- 
er tome feasible plan for referring 
all claims of a private character to 
the Court of Claims for settlement. 
Such a bill will doubtfess pass before 
the close of this Coiigrcs.4. 

The llousc lia^i had one or two 
night sessions this week and seems 
disposed to get off all the business 
possible in the short time left The 
members who are near oiioiigh to 
their hollies to reach there iu a day or 
two's ride arc getting excused for 
ten days or two weeks to go home lo 
"fix up tlieir fences." They all like 
to be here uotwitbstanding that tiiey 
arc worked so liard by theirconstitu- 
ents. 'There arc lK>iir members of 
the present House who could have a 
renuinlnaliou if they would accept 
it, but they have positively declined. 
The declination of four members to 
receive a renomlnation wlieii tliey 
could get it, is a tlilnv so rare that 
it is an item worth uoticlug.
